Twenty Republicans Refuse to Sup-

Sentiment In Senate I* Favorable. 


Washington.—By an overwhelming 


vote the house of ,'eprcsentatlve* Sat- 
urday night appropriated $3,000,000 to 
begin work on the formication of 
the 


Panama canal. The total cost of pro- 
tecting the big waterway will bu about 
»12,000,000. 


There Is no doubt of tho result 
In 


tho senate, whore the sentiment Is said 
to bo two to one In favor of protecting 
the waterway with land batteries 


The house disposed of the question 


after nearly flvo hours of debate. The 
real test came on an amendment pro- 
poned by Koprcsontallvo Tawnoy of 
MluncNota, chairman of Ihe committee 
on appropriations, providing that no 
part of tho $3,000,000 should bo used 
until the president of the United Btatos 
hnd 
attempted to nogotlatu treaties 


with all of the leading maritime na- 
tions guaranteeing tho neutrality and 
International protection of the canal.

If the Richelieu is found she will be 


destroyed, in case she Is not found 
near enough to some port to bo towed 
In. 
Even if tbe latter proves, to be 


the case, Immediate destruction may 
follow provided the boat is found not 
to be worth the saving, 


Derelicts are a danger to commerce. 


It Is believed that many and many a 
ship which never has been heard from 
has gone down as the result of a col- 
lision with somo waif of the sea. 
There are some' scores of derelicts 
known to be afloat and tho search for 
them by specially commissioned ves- 
sels of every government is constant- 
ly in progress. A list Is kept of every 
derelict which is reported and when 
one Is- found and destroyed or towed 
into port, it Is checked' from the rec- 
ord. 
Strive as hard as the govern- 


ments of the world -can, the derelict 
list remains about tho' sam'e year In 


Now York green boxes appear In. the 
spring and summer season and each 
box contains growing geraniums, pnn- 
sioa and other flowers. Somo of the 
tenement dwellers manage to raise 
vegetables on tho roofs and .on tho 
back porches.

Sev- 
eral persona who had hoard, or heiircl 
of, the quarrel between tho brothers, 
came forward lo toll what they knew 
or imagined, and things began to look 
protty dark for John.

much puzzled as anyone by the dis- 
covery made In the ashes of the hay- 
stack, and could offer r.o explanation 
of the mystery. 


John Barrows was formally charged

ence. Some of .us may delay this or- 
deal as long as possible, but 'in. the 
end, whether we are ready for it or 
not, we must hear its inquisition. " The 
man, however, who has won high sta- 
tion through mere bluff is very likely 
to continue to hold it-by bluff, and the 
chances are that he realizes the dan- 
gers of his position.. There are times, 
possibly, when'the noise a man makes 


was badly wounded, and seemed to 
realize that . the end was near. - He 
appeared to be a man of some educa- 
tion and refinement.. His high cheek 
bones, his coarse features and pal* 
blue eyes, however, were Iridicatlvo 
of his wicked nature.

Seek Hulk of Warship. 


The navy department has ordered 


two vessels, charged with the duty of 
Dnding and 
destroying 
derelicts, to 


search for the hulk, of the old French 
warship Richelieu, which, water-logged 
and abandoned, has been reported to 
be in the track of trans-Atlantic liners 
somewhere 
between 
the 
American 


coast and Queenstown. 


If the Richelieu is found she will be 


destroyed, in case she is not found 
near enough to some port to be towed 
In. 
Even if the latter proves to be 


the case. Immediate destruction may 
follow provided the boat is found not 
to be worth the saving. 


Derelicts are a danger to commerce. 


It is believed that many and many a 
ship which never has been heard from 
has gone down as the result of a col- 
lision with some waif of the sea. 
There are some' scores of derelicts 
known to be afloat and the search for 
them by specially commissioned ves- 
sels of every government is constant- 
ly in progress. A list is kept of every 
derelict which Is reported and when 
one Is- found and destroyed or towed 
into port, it is checked from the rec- 
ord. 
Strive as hard as the govern- 


ments of the world can, the derelict 
list remains about the same year In 
and year out. When one is found and 
destroyed another one usually is re- 
ported to take its place, and If the 
average of those afloat can be kept 
about the same from year to year It 
seems to be about all that the naviga- 
tion Interests can expect. 


Tested Her Ram on a Derelict. 
Some years ago the ram Katahdln, 


which Is now 
out 
of 
commission, 


found 
a water-logged 
lumber 
ship 


abandoned at sea off Cape Hatteras. 
At that time the ram type of ship was 
more or less an experiment and the 
captain of the Katahdin thought be 
would put his steel-pointed, heavily re- 
inforced prow to the test, and so he 
ordered 
full speed 
ahead and 
the 


Katathdin rammed the derelict amid- 
ships. 
The shock of the 
impact 


threw most of the crew of the war 
vessel to the deck, but no one was 
hurt, while the lumber ship was cut 
almost In two. The Katahdin backed 
out and In a few moments the derelict 
filled and Bank. Most oE her lumber 
load, which was largely on deck, float- 


ed on tho surface of the sea. but tho 
planks and tho logs were, separated 
and none of thorn was of sufficient 
size or weight to be In Itself a menace- 
to navigation.
